WHEREAS, the little 
league field off of Charles 
Street was dedicated to 
Alexander OD. Sanguigni, 
Cameleus’s father, in 1953 
due largely to Cameleus’s 
efforts to preserve his 
father’s memory; and

of dirt was provided by Mr. 
Sanguigni’s contracting 
company and was used to fill 
in a deep ravine, turning the 
ravine into a play area and 
ball field located at 1001 
Benton Avenue; and

RESOLUTION authorizing the incurring of nonelectoral debt for 
the purpose of providing funds for refunding purposes, by the issuance of 
general obligation bonds, in the aggregate issuance amount of 
$29,894,645.45; accepting a proposal; providing for maturities, and 
yields, convenanting to pay debt service; pledging full faith, credit and 
taxing power for the payment of the bonds; appointing a sinking fund 
depositary; establishing a sinking fund; appropriating the bond proceeds;

WHEREAS, the Stadium Authority of the City of Pittsburgh {the "Stadium 
Authority") has previously issued $32,405,000, principal amount of its 
Guaranteed Stadium Bonds, Series 1985, (the “Stadium Bonds") $27,940,000 
ef which are presently outstanding: and 


WHEREAS, the City, by Articles of Agreement dated as of July 1, 1965, 
as amended (the "Guaranty Agreement") has guaranteed payment of the 
principal of and interest on the Stadium Bonds; and 


WHEREAS, the City has pledge its full faith, credit and taxing power 
for payment of the principal of and interest on the Stadium Bonds, and has 
incurred lease rental debt by such pledge; and 


WHEREAS, to achieve debt service savings, the City desires to refund 
the Prior Bonds and the lease rental debt evidenced by the Guaranty 
Agreement to the extent that such lease rental debt will come on or before 
June 1, 2001 (the "Refunded Stadium Authority Debt"); and 


WHEREAS, in order to provide for the refunding of the Refunded Stadium 
Authority Debt, the City desires to create a fund, and to otherwise 
provide for the early retirement of the Stadium Bonds; and 


WHEREAS, the program of refunding, redemption, and retirement 
described in the foregoing paragraphs is referred to herein as the "1992 
Refunding Project"; and 


WHEREAS, the City intends to issue its General Obligation Bonds, 
Series of 1992A in accordance with the terms of this Resolution and the 
Local Government Unit Debt Act, Act of July 12, 1972, P.L. 781, No. 185, 
as amended and reenacted by Act No. 78-52, P.L. 124, as amended (the "Debt 
Act"), to pay the cost of the 1992 Refunding Project: and 


WHEREAS, Arthur, Lestrange & Company, Inc., Kidder, Peabody & Co., 
Inc., WR Lazard, Laidlaw & Mead, Inc. and Pryor, McClendon, Counts & Co., 
Inc. (collectively, the "Purchaser"}) have presented to the City a proposal

{the "Proposal”) for the purchase of the Bonds. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE AND IT HEREBY IS RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH THAT: 


SECTION 1. Approval of Private Sale and Acceptance of Proposal. 


After considering the advantages and disadvantages of a public sale of 
the Bonds, the City Council hereby determines that a private sale by 
negotiation is in the best financial interest of the City. The Proposal 
presented to this meeting by the Purchaser is hereby accepted. The Bonds 
are hereby awarded to the Purchaser at a negotiated sale at the‘ price 
stated on Schedule A which is attached hereto and incorporated herein by 
reference as if set out here at length. The proper officers and officials 
are hereby authorized and directed to execute and deliver an acceptance of 
the Proposal to the Purchaser. One counterpart of the Proposal shall be 
filed with the records of the City. 


SECTION 2. Ineurrence of Indebtedness. 


For the purpose of providing funds for and toward the payment of 
costs, as such term is used in the Debt Act, of the 1992 Refunding 
Project, the incurring of nonelectoral debt by the City in the amount of 
$29,894,645.45 is hereby authorized. Such debt shail be evidenced by an 
issue of general obligation bonds of the City in the aggregate issuance 
amount of $29,894,645.45 designatd "City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, 
General Obligation Bonds, Series of 1992A". 


SECTION 3. Maturity and Yields. 


The Bonds shall accrete at the yields and mature on the dates and in 
the amounts set out on Schedule A. The Bonds will not bear current 
interest but will accrete interest which will accrue and be compounded 
semi-annually, commencing on September 1, 1992 and on each March 1, and 
September 1 thereafter to their respective maturity dates. Interest will 
acrue from the date of original issuance and delivery of the Bonds. 


SECTION 4. The Project. 


The City hereby undertakes as a project the 1992 Refunding Project. 
The description of the 1992 Refunding Project contained in the recitals to 
this Resolution is hereby incorporated into this section by reference as 
if set out at length. 


SECTION 5. Appointment of Paying Agent, Registrar and 
Sinking Fund Depositary. 


Equibank is is hereby appointed Paying Agent (the "Paying Agent”) and 
Registrar (the "Registrar") for the Bonds. The Director of the Department 
of Finance is hereby authorized, to the extent required, to contract with 
Equibank, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, for its services as Paying Agent and 
Registrar at such initial and annual charges as shall be appropriate and 
reasonable for such services. Mellon Bank, N.A. is hereby appointed 
Sinking Fund Depositary (the “Sinking Fund Depositary") -for the Series of 
1992A Bonds Sinking Fund created hereby. The Director of the Department 
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of Finance is hereby authorized, to the extent required, to contract with 
Mellon Bank, N.A., Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania,, for its services as Sinking 
Fund Depositary at such initial and annual charges as shall be 
appropriate and reasonable for such services. The City may, by 
Resolution, from time to time appoint a successor Paying Agent, Sinking 
Fund Depositary or Registrar to fill a vacancy or for any other reason. 


SECTION 6. Form of Bond. 


The Bonds shall be issued in fully registered form without coupons and 
shall be numbered in such manner as may be satisfactory to the City and 
the Paying Agent. Pursuant to recommendations promulgated by the 
Committee on Uniform Security Identification Procedures, "CUSIP" numbers 
may be printed on the Bonds. Each Bond shall be dated as of the date of 
its authentication. The Bonds shall be issued in denominations of $5,000 
{maturity value) of any whole multiple thereof. 


SECTION 7. Bond Register, Registrations and Transfer. 


The City shall cause to be kept at the principal corporate trust 
office of the Paying Agent a register (the"Bond Register"} in which, 
subject to such reasonable regulations as it may prescribe, the City shall 
provide for the registration of Bonds and the registration of transfers 
and exchanges of Bonds. No transfer or exchange of any Bond shall be 
valid unless made at such office and registered in the Bond Register. 


Upon surrender of any Bond at the principal corporate trust office of 
the Paying Agent for registration of transfer, the City shall execute and 
the Paying Agent shail authenticate and deliver in the name of the 
transferee or transferees, a new Bond or Bonds of any authorized 
denomination, of the same yield and maturity, and in the same aggregate 
Maturity value, as the Bond so surrendered. 


Any Bond shall be exchangeable for other Bonds of the same maturity 
and yield any authorized denomination, in an aggregate maturity value, 
equal to the maturity value, of the Bond or Bonds presented for exchange. 
Upon surrender of any Bond for exchange, the City shall execute and the 
Paying Agnet shall authenticate and deliver in exchange therefor the Bond 
or Bonds which the owner making the exchange shall be entitled to 
received. 


Each Bond issued upon any registration of transfer or exchange shall 
be a valid obligation of the City, evidencing the same debt and entitled 
to the same benefits under this Resolution as the Bond surrendered for 
such registration of transfer or exchange. 


Every Bond presented or surrendered for registration of transfer or 
exchange shall be duly endorsed, or be accompanied by a written instrument 
of transfer, in form with guaranty of signature satisfactory to the City 
and the Regitrar, duly executed by the Registered Owner thereof or his 
duly authorized agent or legal representative. 


No service charge shall be made for any transfer or exchange or any 


Bond, but the City may require payment ofa sum sufficient to cover any tax 
or other government charge that may be imposed in connection with any 
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transfer or exchange of Bonds. 


The Bonds shall be executed on behalf of the City by the Mayor whose 
Signature shall be attested by the director of Finance and countersigned 
by the City Controller and said officers are hereby authorized and 
directed to execute the Bonds. The Bonds shall be authenticated by the 
manual execution of the Certificate of Authentication by a duly authorized 
officer of the Paying Agent. No Bond shall be valid until such 
Certificate of Authentication shall have been duly executed and such 
authentication shall be conclusive and the only proof that any Bond has 
been issued pursuant to this Resolution and is entitled to any benefits 
conferred thereon under the provisions of this Resolution. To the extent 
that any one signature on a Bond (including the signature of the officer 
of the Paying: Agent) is manual, all other signatures may be by facsimile. 
The Director of Finance is hereby authorized and directed to deliver the 
Bonds to the Purchaser and receive payment therefor on behalf of the City 
after sale of the same in the manner required by law and this Resolution. 


SECTION 9. General Obligation Covenant. 


(a) The Bonds are hereby declared to be general obligations of the 
City. The City hereby covenants with the Registered Owners from time to 
time of the Bonds outstanding pursuant to this Resolution that it will 
include the amount of the debt service as specified in this Section on the 
Bonds for each fiscal year in which such sums are payable, in its budget 
for that year, will appropriate such amounts for such payments and will 
duly and punctually pay or cause to be paid the principal and compound 
accreted value of the Bonds on the dates, at the places and in the manner 
stated therein, according to the true intent and meaning thereof, and for 
such budgeting , appropriation and payment, the City does hereby pledge 
its full faith, credit and taxing power. The amount of the debt service 
which the City hereby covenants to pay on the Bonds in each year is shown 
on Schedule A which is attached hereto and in corporated herein by 
reference as if set here at length. 


(b) In addition, The City covenants to pay into the Stadium Authority 
Series of 1985 Special Sinking Fund, as defined in Section 20 hereof, the 
amounts shown under the heading "Required Deposit" on Schedule B which is 
attached hereto and incorporated herein by reference and to cause such 
amounts to be used for the purchase of the investments as described in 
Section 22 hereof and to be applied to the purposes set forth therein. 
The City hereby covenants that it will include the amount of such payments 
in its budget for each year, will appropriate such amounts to such 
payments and will duly and punctualily pay or cause to be paid such amounts 
on the dates and in the manner described herein and for such budgeting, 
appropriation and payment, the City hereby pledges it full faith, credit 
and taxing power. 


As provided in the Debt Act, the foregoing covenants are specifically 
enforceable. 


SECTION 10. Redemption. 


The Bonds are not subject to optional or mandatory redemption prior to 
maturity. 
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SECTION 11. Sinking Fund. 


(a) . Deposit. There is hereby established a sinking fund to be known 
as City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania Series of 1992A Bonds Sinking Fund 
(the "Series of 1992A Bonds Sinking Fund") into which the City covenants 
to deposit, and into which the Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed 
to deposit on March 1, 1994, and on or before each March 1, and September 
1 thereafter to and including the last maturity date shown on Schedule A, 
amounts sufficient to pay the maturity valve due on such dates on the 
Bonds then outstanding. Should the amounts covenanted to be paid into the 
Series of 1992A Bonds Sinking Fund be, at any time, in excess of the net 
amounts required at such time for the payment of maturity value then due, 
whether by reason of funds already on deposit in the Series of 1992A Bonds 
Sinking Fund or by reason of the purchase of Bonds, or for some similar 
reason, the amounts covenanted to be paid may be reduced to the extent of 
the excess. 


(bd) Credit for Bonds Delivered. The City may satisfy any part of its 
obligation with respect to clause (a) by delivering to the Sinking Fund 
Depositary, for cancellation, Bonds maturing on the date on which such 
deposit is required. The City shall receive credit against such deposit 
for the maturity value of the Bonds so delivered, provided that such Bonds 
are delivered to and received by the Sinking Fund Depositary or before the 
maturity date of the Bonds for which credit is requested. 


(c) Application of Funds. Ail sums in the Series of 1992A Bonds 
Sinking Fund shall be applied exclusively to the payment of debt service 
convenated to be paid by Section 9 hereof as the same from time to time 
become due and payable and the balance of said moneys over and above the 
sum so required shall remain in the series of deposits; subject, however, 
to investment or deposit at interest as authorized by law. The Series of 
1992A Bonds Sinking Fund shall be kept as a separate account at the 
principal corporate trust office of the Sinking Fund Depositary. The 
Sinking Fund Depositary, without further authorization other than as 
herein contained, shall pay from the moneys in the Series of 1992A Bonds 
Sinking Fund, and the principal and compound accreted value of the Bonds, 
as and when the same shall become due, to the Registered Owners thereof, 
upon presentation and surrender. 


SECTION 12. Disposition of Proceeds. 


All moneys derived from the sale of the Bonds shall be deposited in 
the City’s Escrow Fund described in Section 20(A) hereof or to the City’s 
Bond Fund and shall be and hereby are appropriated substantially to 
payment of the cost of the 1992 Refunding Project, including but not 
limited to payment of the costs and expenses of preparing, issuing and 
marketing the Bonds, and shall not be use for any other purposes, except 
as to any insubstantial amounts of money which may remain after fulfilling 
the purposes set forth herein, which minor amounts of remaining moneys 
shall promptly upon their determination be deposited in the Series of 
1992A Bonds Sinking Fund and used for payment of interest on the Bonds. 


SECTION 13. Cost and Realistic Useful Life. 
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Reasonable cost estimates have been obtained for the 1992 Refunding 
Project with the assistance of Financial Advisors and other persons 
qualified by experience. The cost of the 1992 Refunding Project is at 
least $29,894,645.45 and its useful life is at least nineteen (19) years 
from June 1, 1992. 


The useful lives of the projects underlying the Prior Bonds at the 
Stadium Bonds are at least nineteen (19) years from June 1, 1992. After 
the issuance of the Bonds and defeasance of the Prior Bonds and the 
Refunded Stadium Debt Service, the City’s debt service on all debt of the 
sme classification will be on an approximately level annual or declining 
basis. ; 


Therefore; the maturities of the Bonds are in accordance with Section 
602(a)(2), Section 602(b) and Section 1103 of the Debt Act. 


SECTION 14. Internal Revenue Code Covenants. 


(a) General. The City hereby covenants with the Registered Owners, 
from time to time, of the Bonds that no part of the proceeds of the Bonds 
will be used, at any time, directly or indirectly in a manner which, if 
such use had been reasonably expected on the date of issuance of the 
Bonds, would have caused the Bonds to be arbitrage bonds within the 
meaning of Section 148 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 ("Code") and 
the Regulations thereunder proposed or in effect at the time of such use 
and applicable to the Bonds, and that it will comply with the requirements 
of that section and the Regulations throughout the term of the Bonds. 


(b) Rebate. The City covenants that it will rebate to the U.S. 
Treasury, at the times, in the manner and to the extent required by the 
Code, all investment income derived from investing the proceeds of the 
Bonds in an amount which exceeds the amount which would have been derived 
from the investment of the proceeds of the Bonds at a yield not in excess 
of the yield on the Bonds. 


(¢c) Filing. The City will file IRS form 8038-G and any other forms 
or information required by the Code to be filed in order to permit the 
interest on the Bonds to be excluded from gross income tax for federal 
income tax purposes. 


SECTION 15. Advertising. 


The action of the officers of the City in advertising a summary of 
this Resolution, as required by law, is ratified and confirmed. The 
officers of the City or any of them, are authorized and directed to 
advertise a notice of adoption of this Resolution in a newspaper of 
general circulation in the City within fifteen (15) days after final 
adoption. The City Clerk is hereby directed to make a copy of this 
Resolution available for inspection by any citizen during normal office 
hours. 


SECTION 16. Appointment of Bond Counsel. 


The City hereby appoints Eckert Seamans Cherin & Mellott as Bond 
Counsel, for the purpose of rendering any and all necessary opinions with 
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respect to the Bonds. 


SECTION 17. Filing With Department of Community Affairs. 


The City Clerk is hereby authorized and directed to prepare, verify 
and file with the Department of Community Affairs, in accordance with the 
Debt Act, a transcript of the proceedings relating to the issuance of the 
Bonds including the Debt Statement and Borrowing Base Certificate required 
by Section 410 of the Debt Act (which the City Controller is requested to 
prepare), and to take other necessary action, and to prepare and file all 
necessary documents with the Department of Community Affairs including, if 
necessary or desirable, any statements required to exclude any portion of 
the debt evidenced by the Bonds from the appropriate debt limit as 
self-liquidating or subsidized debt. 


SECTION 18. General Authorization. 


The officers and officials of the City are hereby authorized and 
directed to execute and deliver such other documents and to take such 
other action as may be necessary or appropriate in order to effect the 
execution, issuance, sale and delivery of the Bonds, and to maintain the 
debt service obligations of the Stadium Authority as agreed to between the 
city and the Stadium Authority, all in accordance with this Resolution. 


SECTION 19. Official Statements. 


The Preliminary Official Statement prepared with respect to the Bonds 
is hereby approved. The Director of Finance and the City Controller are 
hereby authorized to execute and approve a Final Official Statement 
relating to the Bonds provided that the Final Official statement shail 
have been approved by the City Solicitor. The distribution of the 
Preliminary Official Statement is hereby ratified and the Purchaser is 
hereby authorized to use the Preliminary and the Final Official statements 
in connection with the sale of the Bonds. 


SECTION 20. Escrow Funds. 


(a) The Escrow Agreement (the "City Escrow Agreement") between the 
City and Mellon Bank, N.A., as Escrow Agent (the "City Escrow Agent") 
presented to this meeting is hereby approved and the Mayor and the 
Director of the Department of Finance are hereby authorized to execute 
that agreement with such changes therein as they may approve, such 
approval to be conclusively evidenced by their execution thereof, and the 
City Clerk is authorized to affix the seal of the City thereto and to 
attest the same and any officer is authorized to deliver that agreement to 
Mellon Bank, N.A., as City Escrow Agent. The City shall cause the City 
Escrow Agent to create under the City Escrow Agreement a special fund to 
be known as and referred to herein as the "City Escrow Fund" and which 
shall be used for the payment and redemption, of the Prior Bonds to the 
extent set out in the City Escrow Agreement. 


(b) The Escrow Agreement (the “Authority Escrow Agreement") among the 
City, the Stadium Authority and Pittsburgh National Bank, as Trustee under 
the Stadium Authority’s Trust Indenture dated as of December 1, 1985, as 
Escrow Agent (the “Authority Escrow Agent”) is hereby approved and the 
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Mayor and the Director of the Department of Finance are hereby authorized 
to execute that agreement with such changes therein as they may approve, 
such approval to be conclusively evidenced by their execution thereof, and 
the City Clerk is authorized to affix the seal of the City thereto and to 
attest the same and any officer is authorized to deliver that agreement to 
Pittsburgh National Bank, as Authority Escrow Agent. The City shall cause 
the Authority Escrow Agent to create under the Authority Escrow Agreement 
a special fund to be known as and referred to herein as the "Stadium 
Authority Series of 1985 Special Sinking Fund" and which shall be used for 
the accumulation of funds to effect the redemption of the Stadium Bonds. 


SECTION 21. Payment and Redemption of Prior Bonds. 


The City hereby irrovably directs payment of all principal of the 
Prior Bonds out of the City Escrow Fund as it becomes due at maturity or 
on a mandatory redemption date, together with interest thereon when due 
and irrevocably calls for redemption the following principal amounts of 
the Prior Bonds, all in accordance with the City Escrow Agreement. 


SECTION 22. Payment and Redemption of Stadium Bonds. 


The City shall cause the Authority Escrow Agent to enter into an 
investment agreement which will provide for the purchase of the 
investments in the amounts and on the dates shown on Schedule B and shall 
cause the amounts held in the Stadium Authority Series of 1985 Special 
Sinking Fund to be applied to the redemption of Stadium Bonds in order to 
reduce the amount payable by the City pursuant to the Guaranty Agreement. 


SECTION 23. Purchase of City Escrow Investments. 


The City hereby authorizes and directs the Director of the Department 
of Finance or the Treasurer or their respective representative, so to 
subscribe, on behalf of, and as agent for the City for United States 
Treasury Certificates of Indebtness, Notes and Bonds--State and Local 
Government Series, or any appropriate combination of the above, or for any 
other direct obligations of the United States of America, all in 
accordance with the City Escrow Agreement. 


SECTION 24. Purchase of Stadium Escrow Investments.

(vi) Any successor, 
Paying Agent shall, in its 
written acceptance of its 
duties under this Resolution, 
agree to take any actions 
necessary from time to time 
to comply with the 
requirements of the 
representation letter. 


(vii) The book-entry 
system for registration of 
the ownership of the Notes 
may be is discontinued at any 
time if either: (1) after 
notice to the City and the 
Paying Agent, DTC determines 
to resign as securities 
depository for the Notes; or 
(2) after notice to DTC and 
the Paying Agent, the City 
determines that a 
continuation of the system of 
book-entry transfers through 
DTC (or through a successor 
securities depository) is not 
in the best interests of the 
city. In either of such 
events (unless in the case 
described in clause (2) 


above, the City appoints a 
successor securities 
depository), the Notes shall 
be delivered in registered 


certificate form to such 
persons, and in such 
maturities and principal 


amounts, as may be designated 
by DTC, but without any 
liability on the part of. the 
City or the Paying Agent for 
the accuracy of such 
designation. Whenever DTC

(Db) If the gross 
proceeds of the Notes are

WHEREAS, the funding of the current portion of the 1992-1997

WHEREAS, the bonds of the series listed above which are to be

WHEREAS, the City desires to refund all of the bonds of the series 
listed above, and to the extent that interest rates and market 
conditions do not permit those bonds to be refunded by bonds issued 
under this Resolution, the City expects as part of its plan of 
financing to undertake the refunding of such other Bonds as soon as

WHEREAS, the program of refunding the Prior Bonds is referred to 
herein as the "1992.Refunding Project"; and

WHEREAS, the City intends to issue the Bonds in accordance with 
the terms of this Resolution and the Local Government Unit Debt Act, 
Act of July 12, 1972, P.L. 781, No. 185, as amended and reenacted by 
Act of 78-52, P.L. 124, as amended {the “Debt Act”) to pay the costs 
of the 1992 Refunding Project; and

After considering the advantages and disadvantages of a public sale of 
the Bonds, the City Council hereby determines that a private sale‘ by 
negotiation is in the best financial interest of the City The Proposal 
presented to’ this meeting by the Purchaser is hereby accepted The 
Bonds are hereby awarded to the Purchaser at a negotiated sale at the 
price stated on Schedule A which is attached hereto and incorporated 
herein by reference as if set out here at length The proper officers 
and officials are hereby authorized and directed to execute and 
deliver an acceptance of the Proposal to the Purchaser One counterpart 
of the Proposal shall be filed with the records of the City. 


SECTION 2. Incurrence of Indebteness. 


For the purpose of providing funds for an toward the payment of costs, 
as such term is used in the Debt Act, of the 1992 Capital Project and 
the 1992 Refunding Project, the incurring of nonelectoral debt by the 
City in the amount of $75,675,558.70 is hereby authorized Such debt 
shall be evidence by three series of general obligation bonds of the 
City: (1) $26,695,000, aggregate principal amount, City of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, General Obligation Bonds, Series of 1992B; (ii) 
$4,440,558.70 aggregate issuance amount,.City of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania General Obligation Bonds, Series of 1992C; and (iil) 
$44,540,000, aggregate principal amount, City of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, General Obligation, Bonds, Series of 1992D. 


SECTION 3. Maturity and Interest Rates. 


The Series of 1992B Bonds and Series of 1992D Bonds shall bear 
interest at the rates and mature as set out on Schedule A. The Series 
of 1992C Bonds shall accrete at the yields and mature on the dates and 
in the amounts as set out in Schedule A. 


SECTION 4. The Project. 


The City hereby undertakes as projects the 1992 Capital Project 
and the 1992 Refunding Project. The descriptions of the 1992 Capital 
Project and the 1992 Refunding Project contained in the recitals to 
this Resolution are hereby incorporated into this Section by reference 
as if set out at length. 


SECTION 5. 
Appointment of Paying Agent, Registrar and Sinking Fund Depositary. 


The City Treasurer shall act as and is hereby appointed Paying 
Agent (the "Paying Agent ") and Registrar {the "Registrar") for the 
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Bonds. Mellon Bank. N.A., is hereby appointed Sinking Fund Depositary 
(the "Sinking Fun Depositary") for the Series of 1992 Bonds Sinking 
Fund created hereby. The Director of Finance is hereby authorized to 
the extent required to contract with Mellon Bank N.A., Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, for its services as Sinking Fund Depositary at such 
initial and annual charges as shall be appropriate and reasonable for 
such services. The City may, by Resolution, from time to time appoint 
a successor Paying Agent, Sinking Fund Depositary or Registrar to fill 
a vacancy or for any other reason.. 


SECTION 6. Form of Bond, Interest Payment Dates and Record Dates 


(a) General. (i) The Bonds shall be issued in fully registered 
form without: coupons and shall be numbered in such manner as may be 
satisfactory to the City and the Paying Agent. Pursuant top 
recommendations promulgated by the Committee on Uniform Security 
Indentification Procedures. "CUSIP" numbers may be printed on the 
Bonds. Each Bond shall be dated as of the date of its authentication. 
The Bonds shall be issued in denominations of $5,000 (principal amount 
or maturity value, as applicable) or any whole multiple thereof. 


(ii) The Series of 1992B Bonds and Series of 1992D Bonds shall 
bear interest payable initially on March 1, 1993, and on each March 1 
and September 1 (each, an "Interest Payment Date”) thereafter, from 
the Interest Payment Date, as the case may be, next preceding the date 
of such Bond to which interest has been paid unless the date of such 
Series of 19928 Bond of 1992D Bond is a date to which interest has 
been so paid, in which case from the date of such Series of 1992B Bond 
or Series of 1992D Bond, or unless the date of such Series of 19928 
Bond or Series of 1992D Bond is prior to February 16, 1993 and if no 
interest has been paid thereon, from October 15, 1992. The Series 
1992C Bonds will not bear current interest but will accrete interest 
which will accrue and be compounded semi-annually, commencing on March

(b) Record Date. The term "Regular Record Date” with a respect to 
any Interest Payment Date shall be mean the February 15 of August 15 
immediately preceding such [Interest Payment Date shall mean the 
February 15 or August 15 immediately preceding such Interest Payment 
Date. The person in whose name any Series of 1992B Bond or Series of

(c) Full Book Entry System. 


(i) The Bonds shall be issued in the form of one fully 
registered bond for the aggregate principal amount, or maturity value, 
as applicable, of the Bonds of each maturity, which Bonds shall be 
registered in the name of Cede & Co., as nominee of The Depository 
Trust Company, New York, New York (("DTC"). Except as provided in 
paragraph (vii) below, ali the Bonds shall be registered in the name 
of Cede & Co, as nominee of DTC; provided that if DTC shall request 
that the Bonds be registered in the name of a different nominee, the 
Paying Agent shall exchange ali or any portion of the Bonds for an 
equal aggregate principal amount or maturity value of Bonds registered 
in the name of such nominee or nominees of DTC. No person other than 
DTC or its nominee shall be entitled to receive from the City or the 
Paying Agent either a Bond or any other evidence of ownership of the 
Bonds, or any right to receive any payment in respect thereof unless 
DTC or its nominee shall transfer record ownership of all or any 
portions of the Bonds on the Bond Register {as such term is defined in 
Section 7 hereof), in connection with discontinuing the book entry 
system as provided in paragraph (vii) below or otherwise. 


(ii) So long as the Bonds or any portion thereof are 
registered in the name of DTC or any nominee thereof, all payments of 
the principal, compound accreted value, or redemption price of or 
interest on such Bonds shall be made to DTC or its nominee in 
immediately available funds on the dates provided for such payments in 
this Resolution. Each such payment to DTC or its nominee shall be 
valid and effective to discharge fully all liability of the City or 
the Paying Agent with respect to the principal, or compound accreted 
value or redemption price of or interest on the Bonds to the extent of 
the sum or sums so paid. In the event of the redemption of less than 
all of the Bonds outstanding of any maturity, the Paying Agent shall 
not require surrendered by DTC or its nominee of the Bonds so 
redeemed, but DTC (or its nominee) may retain such Bonds and make an 
appropriate notation on the Bond certificate as to the amount of such 
partial redemption; provided that DTC shall deliver to the Paying 
Agent, upon request, a written confirmation of such partial redemption 
and thereafter the records maintained by the Paying Agent shall be 
conclusive as to the amount of the Bonds of such maturity which have 
been redeemed.

Registered Owner, with respect to either: (1) the Bonds; or (2) the 
accuracy of any records maintained by DTC or any such participant; or 
(3} the payment by DTC or any such participant of any amount in 
respect of theprincipal or redemption price of or interest on the 
Bonds; or (4) any notice which is permitted or required to be given to 
Registered Owners under this Resolution; or (5) the selection by DTC 
or any such participant of any person to receive payment in the even 
of a partial redemption of the Bonds; or (6) any consent given or 
other action taken by DTC as Registered Owner. 


(iv) So long as the Bonds or any portion thereof are registered 
in the name -of DTC or any nominee thereof, all notices required or 
permitted to be given to the Registered Owners under this Resolution 
shall be given to DTC as provided in the representation letter to be 
delivered to DTC, in form and content satisfactory to DTC and the 
City, which the Director of Finance is hereby authorized to execute. 


(v) In connection with any notice or other communication to be 
provided to Registered Owners pursuant to this Resolution by the City 
or the Paying Agent with respect to any consent or other action to be 
taken by Registered Owners, DTC shall consider the date of receipt of 
notice requesting such consent or other action as the record date for 
such consent or other action, provided that the City or the Paying 
Agent may establish a special record date for such consent or other 
action. The City or the Paying Agent shall give DTC notice of such 
special record date not less than fifteen (15} calendar days in 
advance of such special record date to the extent possible. 


(vi) Any successor Paying Agent shall, in it written acceptance 
of its duties under this Resolution, agree to take any actions 
necessary from time to time to comply with the requirements of the 
representation letter. 


(vii) The book-entry system for registration of the ownership of 
the Bonds may be discontinued at any time if either: (1) after notice 
to the City and the Paying Agent, DTC determines to resign as 
securities depository for the Bonds; or (2) after notice to DTC and 
the Paying Agent, the City determines that a continuation of the 
system of book-entry transfer through DTC (or through a successor 
securities depository) is not in the best interests cf the City. In 
either of such events (unless in the case described in clause (2) 
above, the City appoints a successor securities depository), the Bonds 
shail be delivered in registered certificate form to such persons, and 
in such maturities and principal amounts or maturity values, as may be 
designated by DTC, but without any liability on the part of the City 
or Paying Agent for the accuracy of such designation. Whenever DTC 
requests the City and the Paying Agent to do so, the City and the 
Paying Agent shall cooperate with DTC in taking appropriate action 
after reasonable notice to arrange for another securities depository 
to maintain custody of certificates evidencing the Bonds. 


SECTION 7. Bond Register, Reqistrations and Transfer 
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The City shali cause to be kept at the office of the City 
Treasurer or at the principal corporate trust office of any Paying 
Agent other than the City a register ("Bond Register”) in which, 
subject to such reasonable regulations as it may prescribe, the City 
shall provide for the registration of Bonds and the registration of 
transfer and exchanges of Bonds. No transfer or exchange of any Bond 
shall be valid uniess made at such office and registered in the Bond 
Register. 


Upen surrender of any Bond for registration of transfer, the City 
shall execute and the Paying Agent shall authenticate and deliver in 
the name of the transferee or transferees, a new Bond ox Bonds of any 
authorized denomination, of the same interest rate, or yield, as 
applicable, and maturity, and in the same aggregate principal amount, 
or maturity value, as applicable, as the Bond so surrendered. 


Any Bond shall be exchangeable for other Bonds of the same 
maturity and interest rate or yield, as applicable, in any authorized 
denomination, in an aggregate principal amount or maturity value equal 
to the principal amount or maturity value of the Bonds presented for 
exchanged. Upon surrender of any Bond for exchange, the City shall 
execute and the Paying Agent shall authenticate and deliver in 
exchange therefor the Bond or Bonds which the owner making the 
exchange shall be entitled to receive. 


Each Bond issued upon any registration of transfer or exchange 
shall be valid obligation of the City, evidencing the same debt and 
entitled to the same benefits under this Resolution as the Bond 
surrendered for such registration of transfer or exchange. 


Every Bond presented or surrendered for registration of transfer 
or exchange shall be duly endorsed, or be accompanied by a written 
instrument of transfer, in form and with guaranty or signature 
satisfactory to the City and the Registrar, duly executed by the 
Registered Owner thereof or his duly authorized agent or legal 
representative. 


No service charge shall be made for any transfer or exchange or 
any Bond, but the City may require payment of a sum sufficient to 
cover any tax or other governmental charge that may be imposed in 
connection with any transfer or exchange of Bonds. 


The City shall not be required to: (a) issue, or register the 
transfer or exchange of, any Bond during a period of fifteen (15) 
business days before any date of selection of Bonds to be redeemed; or 
(b) register the transfer or exchange of any Bond after it has been 
selected for redemption. 


SECTION 8. Execution and Authentication 

The Bonds shall be executed on behalf of the City by the Mayor and 
shall have the corporate seal of the City or a facsimile thereof 
affixed thereto, duly attested by the Director of Finance and 


countersign by the City Controller and said officers are hereby 
authorized and directed to execute the Bonds. The Bonds shall be 
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authenticated by the manual execution of the Certificate of 
Authentication by the City Treasurer or by a duly authorized officer 
of the Paying agent if the City is not the Paying Agent. No Bond shall 
be valid until such Certificate of Authentication shall have been duly 
executed and such authentication shall be conclusive and the only 
proof that any Bond has been issued pursuant to this Resolution and is 
entitled to any benefits conferred thereon under the provisions of 
this Resolution. To the extent that any one signature on a Bond 
(including the signature of the officer of the Paying Agent ) is 
manual, all other signatures may be by facsimile. The Director of 
Finance is hereby authorized and directed to deliver the Bonds to the 
Purchaser and receive payment therefor on behalf of the City after 
sale of the same in the manner required by law and this Resolution. 


SECTION 9. General Obligation Covenant. 


The Bonds are hereby declared to be general obligations of the 
City The City hereby convenants with the Registered Owners from time 
to time of the Bonds outstanding pursuant to this Resolution that it 
will include the amount of the debt service as specified in this 
Section, subject to appropriate adjustment in the event of the 
optional redemption of any Bonds prior to maturity, on the Bonds for 
each fiscal year in which such sums are payable, in its budget for 
that year, will appropriate such amounts for such payments and will 
duly and punctually pay or cause to be paid the principal of the Bonds 
and the interest, or compound accreted value, as applicable, thereon 
on the dates, at the places and in the manner stated therein, 
according to the true intent and meaning thereof, and for such 
budgeting, appropriation and payment, the City does hereby pledge its 
full faith, credit and taxing power. The amount of the debt service 
which the City hereby convenants to pay on the Bonds in each year is 
shown on Schedule B which is attached hereto and incorporated herein 
by reference as if set out at length. 


As provided in the Debt Act, the foregoing convenants are 
specifically enforceable. 


SECTION 10. Redemption. 


(a) The Series of 19928 Bonds and Series of 1992C Bonds are not 
subject to optional or mandatory redemption prior to maturity. 


(Db) Optional. The Series of 1992D Bonds are subject to redemption 
prior to maturity at the option of the City as shown on Schedule C. 


(c) Mandatory. The Series of 1992D Bonds are subject to mandatory 
redemption on the dates (each, a "mandatory Redemption Date") and in 
the amounts shown on Schedule C. The City convenants to cause the 
Series of 1992D Bonds to be redeemed on the Mandatory Redemption Dates 
and in the amounts shown on Schedule C, subject to its right which is 
reserved in Section 11, to satisfy that obligation by delivering for 
cancellation Series of 1992D Bonds subject to mandatory redemption to 
the Paying Agent or Sinking Fund Depositary no later than forty-five 
(45) days before the applicable Mandatory Redemption Date. 
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(d) Notice. Notice of any redemption shall be given my mailing.a 
notice of redemption by first class mail, postage prepaid, not less 
than thirty (30) nor more than sixty (60) days prior to the 
redemption date to the Registered Owners of Bonds to be redeemed at 
the addresses which appear in the Bond Registered, provided however, 
that neither failure to mail such notice nor any defect in the notice 
so mailed or in the mailing thereof with respect to any one Bond shall 
affect the validity of the proceedings for the redemption and shall 
have deposited with the Sinking Fund Depositary funds for the payment 
of the redemption price of the Bonds so called for redemption, with 
accrued interest thereon to the date fixed for redemption, interest on 
such Bonds shall cease to accrue after such redemption date. 


(e) CUSIP Numbers. Notices of redemption shall contain the 
applicable CUSIP number pertaining to the Bonds called for redemption 
(if then generally in use), and shall also contain the serial 
indentification numbers printed on the Bonds. 


(£) Selection by Lot, If less than all Bonds maturing on any one 
date are to be redeemed at any time, the Paying Agent shall select by 
lot the Bonds to be redeemed at such time. 


(g} Portions of Bonds. Any portion of any Series of 1992D Bond of 
a denomination larger than $5,000 may be redeemed, but only in the 
principal amount of $5,000 or any integral multiple thereof. Prior to 
selecting Series of 1992D Bonds for redemption of 1992D Bond of a 
denomination larger than $5,000 and shall treat each portion as a 
separate Bond in the denomination of $5,000 for purpose of selection 
for redemption. Upon surrender of any Series 1992D Bond for redemption 
ef portion thereof, the City Treasurer or other Paying Agent shall 
authenticate and deliver to the Registered Owner thereof a new Series 
1992D Bond or Bonds of the same maturity and in any authorized 
denominations requested by the Registered Owner in an aggregate 
principal amount equal to unredeemed portion of the Bond surrendered. 


SECTION 11. Sinking Fund. 


(a) Deposit. There is hereby established a sinking fund to be 
known as City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania Series if 1992 Bonds Sinking 
Fund (the "Series of 1992 Bonds Sinking Fund") into which the City 
convenants to deposit, and into which the Treasurer is hereby 
authorized and directed to deposit (i} on or before March 1, 1993, and 
on or before each Interest Payment Date thereafter to and including 
the last date shown on Schedule B, amounts sufficient to pay the 
interest due on such dates on the Series of 1992B Bonds and Series of 
1992D Bonds then outstanding, (ii) on or before September 1, 1993, 
and on or before each September 1 thereafter to and including the 
final maturity date shown on Schedule B amounts sufficient to pay the 
principal of the Series of 1992B Bonds and the Series of 1992D Bonds 
due on each such date at maturity or pursuant to the mandatory 
redemption requirements hereof, and (iii) on or before September 1, 
2001, and on or before each September 1 thereafter to and including 
September 1, 2004 amounts sufficient to pay the maturity value due on 


such dates on the Series of 1992C Bonds then outstanding. Should the 
amounts convenanted to be paid into the Series of 1992 Bonds Sinking 
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Fund be, at any time, in excess of the net amounts required at such 
time for the payment of interest and principal or compound accreted 
value, as applicable whether by reason of funds already on deposit in 
the Series of 1992 Bonds Sinking Fund or by reason of the purchase or 
redemption of Bonds, or for some similar reason, the amounts 
convenanted to be paid may be reduced to the extent of the excess. 


(b) Credit for Bonds Delivered. The City may satisfy any part of 
its obligations with respect to clause (a)(ii) by delivering to the 
Sinking Fund Depositary, for cancellation, Bonds maturing or subject 
to mandatory redemption on the date on which such deposit is required 
The City shall receive credit against such deposit for the face 
amount, or maturity value, as applicable, of the Bonds so delivered, 
provided that such Bonds are delivered to and received by the Sinking 
Fund Depositary (i) on or before the maturity date of the Bonds for 
which credit is requested, in the case of a deposit required for the 
payment of Bonds at maturity, or (ii) in the case of a deposit 
required to be made on a Mandatory Redemption Date, no later than 
forty-five (45) days prior to the Mandatory Redemption Date for which 
credit to requested. 


(Cc) Application of Funds. All sums in the Series of 1992 Sinking 
Fund shall be applied exclusively to the payment of debt convenanted 
to be paid by Section 9 hereof as the same from time to time become 
due and payable and the balance of said moneys over and above the sum 
so required shall remain in the Series of 1992 Bonds Sinking Fund, to 
be applied to the reduction of future required deposits; subject 
however, to investment or deposit at interest as authorized by law. 
The Series of 1992 Bonds Sinking Fund shall be kept as a separate 
account at the principal corporate trust office of the Sinking Fund 
Depositary. The Sinking Fund Depositary, without further authorization 
other than as herein contained, shall pay from the moneys in the 
Series of 1992 Bonds Sinking Fund, the interest on the Bonds as and 
when due to the Registered Owners on the appropriate Record Date and 
the principal or compound accreted value, as applicable, as and when 
the same shall become due, to the Registered Owners thereof, upon 
presentation and surrender. ; 


(d} Optional Deposits. Notwithstanding the foregoing, in the case 
of optional redemption of any or all of the Series of 1992D Bonds as 
permitted by Section 10 hereof, the Treasurer is hereby avthorized and 
directed to deposit in the Series of 1992 Bonds Sinking Fund from time 
to time, before the appropriate optional redemption date, funds which 
shall be sufficient when they, either alone or together with the 
interest to be earned thereon, if any, will equal the principal of the 
1992D Bonds so called for redemption and the premium, if any, and the 
interest thereon to the date fixed for redemption. 


SECTION 12. Deposition of Proceeds. 


All moneys derived from the sale of the Bonds shall be deposited 
in the Project Fund and the Escrow Fund described in Section 20 hereof 
or to the City’s Bond Fund and shall be and hereby are appropriated 
substantially to payment of the cost of the 1992 Capital Project, 
including but not limited to reimbursement to the City for funds 
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previously expended on the 1992 Capital Project, payment f the cost of 
the 1992 Refunding Project, payment of the costs and expenses of 
preparing, issuing and marketing the Bonds, and the payment of 
interest on the Bonds from October 15, 1992, to the insubstantial 
amounts of money which may remain after fulfilling the purposes set 
forth herein, which minor amounts of remaining moneys shall promptly 
upon their determination be deposited in the Series of 1992 Bonds 
Sinking Fund and used for the payment of interest on the Bonds. 


SECTION 13. Cost and Realistic Useful Life. 


Reasonable cost estimates have been obtained for the 1992 Capital 
Project ‘and the 1992 Refunding Project {including but not limited to 
the capital: items for the payment of which the City is to be 
reimbursed) by taking bids and with the assistance of architects, 
engineers, financial advisors and other persons qualified by 
experience The cost of the 1992 Capital Project (including but not 
limited to the capital items for the payment of which the City is to 


be reimbursed) is at least equal to $62,082,750.40 (minus issuance 
costs allocable to the 1992 Refunding Project) and Bonds maturing on 
and after September 1, 1996 which are not allocated to the 1992 
Refunding Project are allocated to the 1992 Capital Project, and its - 
useful life is at least thirty (30) years from October 15, 1992. The 
cost f£ the 1992 Refunding Project is $13,592,808.30, plus costs of 
issuance and the remaining useful life of the underlying projects 
extends at least to September 1, 1996. Series of 1992B Bonds maturing 
on or before September 1, 1996 are allocated to the 1992 Refunding 


Project in amounts which mature on or before the applicable maturit 
dates of the Prior Bonds. As permitted by Section 602(e) of the Debt 
Act, the Bonds have been issued in three series. 


Therefore, the maturities of the Bonds are in accordance with 
Sections 602(a)(2), 603 and 1103 of the Debt Act. 


SECTION 14. Internal Revenue Code Covenants. 


(a) General. The City hereby convenants with the Registered 
Owners, from time to time, of the Bonds that no part of the proceeds 
of the Bonds will be used, at any time, directly or indirectly, ina 
manner which, if such use had been reasonably expected on the date of 
issuance of the Bonds, would have caused the Bonds to be arbitrage 
bonds within the meaning of Section 148 of the Internal Revenue Code 
of 1986 (the "Code") and the Regulations thereunder proposed or in 
effect at the time of such use and applicable the Bonds, and that it 
will comply with the requirements of that section and the reguiations 
throughout the terms of the Bonds. 


(b) Rebate. The City convenants that it will rebate to the U.S. 
Treasury, at the times in the manner and to the extent required by the 
Code, all investment income derived from investing the proceeds of the 
Bonds in an amount which exceeds the amount which would have been 
derived from the investment of the proceeds of the Bonds at a yield 
not in excess of the yield on the Bonds. 


(c) Filing. The City will file IRS Form 8038-G and any other forms 
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or information required by the Code to be filed in order to permit the 
interest on the Bonds to be excluded from gross income tax for federal 
income tax purposes. 


SECTION 15. Advertising. 


The action of the officers of the City in advertising a summary of 
this Resolution, as required by law, is ratified and confirmed. The 
officers of the City or any of them, are authorized and directed to 
advertise a notice of adoption of this Resolution in a newspaper of 
general circulation in the City within fifteen (15) days after final 
adoption The City Clerk is hereby directed to make a copy of this 
Resolution available for inspection by and citizen during normal 
office hours. 


SECTION 16. Appointment of Bond Counsel. 


The City hereby appoints Eckert Seamans Cherin & Mellott as Bond 
Counsel, for the purpose of rendering any and all necessary opinions 
with respect to the Bonds. 


SECTION 17. Filing With Department of Community Affairs. 


The City Clerk is hereby authorized and directed to prepare, 
verify and file with the Department of Community Affairs, in 
accordance with the Debt Act, a transcript of the proceedings relating 
to the issuance of the Bonds including the Debt Statement and 
Borrowing Base Certificate required by Section 410 of the debt Act 
(which the City Controller is requested to prepare}, and to take other 
necessary action,.and to prepare and file all necessary documents with 
the Department of Community Affairs including, if necessary or 
desirable, any statements required to exclude any portion of the debt 
evidenced by the Bonds from the appropriate debt limit as 
self-liquidating or subsidized debt. 


SECTION 18. General Authorization. 


The officers and officials of the City are hereby authorized and 
directed to execute and deliver such other documents and to take such 
other action as may benecessary or appropriate in order to effect the 
execution, issuance, sale and delivery of the Bonds, all in accordance 
with the Resolution. 


SECTION 19. Official Statements. 


The Preliminary Official Statement prepared with respect to the 
Bonds is hereby approved. The Director of Finance and the City 
Controller are hereby authorized to execute and approve a Final 
Official Statement relating to the Bonds provided that the Final 
Official Statement shall have been appreved by the City Solicitor. 
The distribution of the Preliminary Official Statement is hereby 
ratified and the Purchaser is hereby authorized to use the Preliminary 
and the Final Official Statements in connection with the sale of the 
Bonds. .

SECTION 20. Project Account and Escrow Account. 


{a) Mellon Bank, N. A., is hereby designated as a depositary for 
the funds of the City and is authorized to accept for deposit in an 
account known as the City of Pittsburgh Project Fund (the "Project 
Fund") in the name of the City, subject to clearance or collection, 
moneys, checks, drafts, notes, bills of exchange, acceptances, or 
other orders for the payment of moneys which may at any time come into 
its possession, with or without endorsement thereof by the City, 
payment thereof to the depositary being hereby quaranteed. The 
depositary hereinabove designated is authorized and directed to honor 
pay and, to charge to the account of the City, all checks, drafts, 
bills or exchange, acceptances, notes or orders for the payment of 
money when drawn on or addressed to said depositary and signed and 
countersigned on behalf of the City by either the City Controller or 
the Deputy Controller and either the City Director of Finance or the 
City Treasurer whether the same be payable to the order of, or in 
favor of the officer or person signing or countersigning them, or to 
any of said.officers in his individual capacity, or otherwise; and 
whether the same be deposited to the individual credit of the officer 
or person signing or countersigqning them, or to any of said officers 
in his individual capacity, or otherwise; and whether the same be 
deposited to the individual credit of the officer or person signing or 
countersigning or to the individual credit of any other officer or 
person or otherwise. The City Clerk is authorized and directed to 
deliver a certified copy of this Resolution to the depositary for the 
Project Fund. The depositary shall be entitled to rely on such 
certified copy until written notice of revocation shall have been 
received by. it. The signatures of any or all of the foregoing 
officers may be manual or facsimile. 


{b) The net proceeds of the Bonds allocable to the 1992 Capital 
Project and to the costs of issuance of the Bonds shall be deposited 
to the credit of the Project Fund or, at the direction of the Director 
of Finance, to such other City account or fund as may be appropriate. 
The City shall pay the costs of issuing the Bonds, to the extent not 
previously paid, and the costs of the 1992 Capital Project out of the 
Project Fund, or such other appropriate fund to which such proceeds 
shall have been deposited. 


{c) The amount, if any, received as a good-faith deposit with 
respect to the Bonds shail be applied in the same manner as described 
in Paragraph (b) of this Section. 


(d) The Escrow Agreement (the “Escrow Agreement”) between the 
city and Mellon Bank, N.A., or, at the option of the City, the Sinking 
Fund Depositary for the Prior Bonds, as Escrow Agent {the "Escrow 
Agent") presented to this meeting ishereby approved and the Mayor and 
the Director of the Department of Finance are hereby authorized to 
execute that agreement with such changes therein as the may approve, 
such approval to be conclusively evidenced by their execution thereof, 
and the City Clerk is authorized to affix the seal of the City thereto 
and to attest the same and any officer is authorized to deliver that 
agreement to the Escrow Agent. The City shall cause the Escrow Agent 
to create under the Escrow Agreement a special fund to be known as and 
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referred to herein as the "Escrow Fund" and which shall be used for 
the payment and redemption of the Prior Bonds to the extent set out in 
the Escrow Agreement. 


(2) The City hereby authorizes and directs the Director of 
Finance or the Treasurer or the Purchaser or the Escrow Agent or their 
respective representatives, to subscribe, on behalf of, and as agent 
for, the City, for United States Treasury Certificates of 
Indebtedness, Notes and Bonds--State and Local Government Series, or 
any other direct obligation of the United States of America, or any 
appropriate combination of the above, all in accordance with the 
Escrow Agreement. 


(£) The Director of Finance is hereby authorized to execute and 
deliver written directions to one of the above-named persons and/or 
the Purchaser to purchase said obligations of the United States on 
behalf of the City. 


(g) The above-named persons and/or the Purchaser are hereby 
authorized to certify and deliver a copy of this Resolution upon 
subscription of the above-mentioned securities and/or to deliver a 
copy hereof certified by the City Clerk, upon subscription for the 
above mentioned securities, or thereafter. 


SECTION 21. Payment of Expenses. 


All expenses incurred in connection with the issuance of the Bonds 
shall be paid out of the proceeds derived from the issuance of the 
Bonds and the proper officers and officials are authorized to sign and 
deliver requests for payment of such expenses as shown on Schedule E. 


SECTION 22. Purchase of Insurance. 


The City hereby accepts the commitment of the AMBAC Indemnity 
Corporation (the "Bond Insurer") to issue a Municipal Bond Insurance 
Policy insuring the Bonds and directs that the appropriate premium be 
promptly paid at the settlement of the sale of the Bonds. A legend 
indicating the existence of such a policy shall be printed on the 
Bonds in the form required by the Bond Insurer. In order to have 
accrued interest paid by the Purchaser excluded from the calculation 
of the premium, the City agrees to cause the amount paid as accrued 
interest to be invested, to the extent required by the Bond Insurer, 
in direct obligations of the United States of America and maintained 
in the Series of 1992 Bonds Sinking Fund until applied to the first 
interest payment on the Bonds. All terms and conditions required by 
the commitment to be inccerporated into this Resolution are 
incorporated herein by reference as if set out in full. This 
Resolution may not be amended without the written consent of the Bond 
Insurer. 


SECTION 23. Authorization of Officers. 


Any authorization granted to, power conferred on, or direction 
given to the City Clerk, the Director of Finance, the City Controller 
or any other officer or official, shall be deemed to run to the Deputy 
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City Clerk, Deputy Finance Directoror Deputy City Controller, or any 
asSistant or deputy officer, respectively, as if such latter titles 
had been expressly included in the text hereof which grants such 
authorization, confers such power or gives such direction. 


SECTION 24. Redemption of Prior Bonds. 


The City hereby calis the Prior Bonds for redemption in the 
amounts and on the dates shown in Schedule D. The City instructs the 
Escrow agent to give or publish appropriate notices of redemption. 


SECTION 25. Bond Form. 
(2a) The'form of Bonds shall be substantially as follows:

pregnancy, and teen suicide. 
Concern for the condition of 
our youth has increased with 
the growing prevalence of gang 
membershio, weapon possession 
and involvement in drug 
related activity by our City’s 
youth. The City of Pittsburgh 
piays a major role in the 
lives of youth through the 
provision of recreational and 
social activities, 
administration of youth 
employment programs and law 
enforcement practices. 
Therefore, in order to most 
effectively and appropriately 
respond to the needs of our 
youth, the City of Pittsburgh 
shall establish the Pittsburgh 
Advocacy Commission on Youth, 
hereinafter referred to as the 
Youth Commission, which shall 
evaluate the conditions and 
influences affecting youth in 
our City, evaluate the 
adequacy of existing services 
provided by public and private 
agencies that affect youth, 
and offer input, and 


recommendations and advocacy 
regarding on City of 
Pittsburgh policies, 
procedures and resource 
allocations that will promote 
the healthy development, 
education, and general welfare 
of our City’s youth. 


Ii. 
COMPOSITION 


(A) Appointment 


The Youth Commission shall 
be comprised of twenty-one 
(21) voting and sd¥én (77 
eight (8) non-voting members 
appointed by the Mayor in 
accordance with the following 
section with the advice and 
consent of City Council.

(D) The Chairperson of the 
Youth Commission shall 
designate Task Forces for the 
purpose of accomplishing the 
work of the Commission, and 
assign a Chairperson and the 
membership of a Task Force. A 
Task Force may invite the 
participation of any 
non-member interested persons, 
appropriate organizational 


resources, and/or governmental 
entities. 


IV. BOWERS ANB DUTIES AND 
RESPONSIBILITIES 


(A) The Youth Commission shali 
have the following pdéveérd arid 


duties and responsibilities: 


(1) To examine and review 
current and proposed policies, 
practices, and programs of the 
City of Pittsburgh with regard 
to their impact, or potential 
impact, upon youth. Said 


policies, practices and 
programs shall include, but 
not be limited to 
recreational/social 
activities, qeneral health 
needs, jobs programs and law 
enforcement. 


(2} To provide findings, 
information, reports, policy 
recommendations and public 
testimony to the Mayor, City 
Council, City Departments, 
Authorities, and County, 
State, and Federal agencies 
and representatives, as 
appropriate. 


(3) To develop, ard propose 
and advocate for policy and 
program initiatives and make 
recommendations to the Mayor 
and City Council regarding 
implementation, budgetary 
allocations, legislative 
and/or regulatory action, or 
any other recommendations 
which are determined to be in 
the best interest of youth. 


(B) Within six months of its 
first meeting, the Youth 
Commission shall inventory 
existing programs and 
opportunities currently 
available to youth in the City 
of Pittsburgh. The inventory 
shall identify the type of 
program offered, 
location,including address, 
neighborhood and Council 
District, eligibility 
requirements, geographic area 
served and any other 
information deemed necessary 
by the Youth Commission. The 
inventory shall identify by 
neiahborhood those youth 
pepulations which are not 
served or are inadequately 
served by existing programs. 
The Youth Commission shall 
report its findings to the 
Mayor, City Council and the 
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general public. 


(C) Within one year of its 
first meeting, the Youth 
Commission shall, after 
consultation with youth 
service providers identified 
in its inventory above, 
develop a proposal for 
providing comprehensive 
program opportunities to youth 
populations which have been 
identified as not served or 
inadequately served by 
existing programs including 
recommendations regarding the 
need and feasibility of a 
City-wide system of 
neighborhood-based youth 
centers. Said proposal shall 
include capital and operating 
cost projections. The Youth 
Commission shall report its 
findings to the Mayor, City 
Council and the general 
public. City Council shall 
hold a public hearing on any 
Youth Commission proposal.

(a) "Breeder" means a person, 
persons or institution which 
house or _houses and/or 
maintain or maintains dogs 
and/or cats for the purpose of 
reproduction for sale or 
exchange, show or training. 


{b) “Cattery" means any 
indoor housing facility 
wherein cats are kept for the 
purpose of leasing, buying, 
sale, boarding, show, 
breeding, exchange or 
placement as pets or other 
Similar purpose and is so 


constructed that the cats 


cannot stray therefrom. 
Cattery shall _inciude (but not 
be limited to) breeders, 
foster homes, and pet shops. 


c "Foster Home" means an 


indoor housing facility that 
is so constructed to take in 
stray or unowned dogs and/or 
cats for the purpose of 
rehabilitating and placing 
them. 

(da) "Kennel" means any indoor 
housing facility wherein dogs 
are kept for the purpose of 
breeding, hunting, training, 
leasing, buying, boarding, 
sale, show, exchange or 
placement as pets or other 
Similar purpose and is so 
constructed that dogs cannot 
stray therefrom. Kennels 
shall include (but not be 
limited to) breeders, foster 
homes, and pet shops. 


(e) "Pet Shop" means any 
business or person that 
acguires dogs and/or cats for 
the purpose of resale, whether 
as owner, agent or consiqnee. 


(f£) "Primary Enclosure” means 


a structure used to 


immediately restrict a dog or 
cat to a limited amount of 
Space, such as a room, pen, 
run, cage, crate, or 
compartment. 


634.02  KENNEL/CATTERY PERMITS 


(a) Breeders, foster homes, 
pet shops, kennels and 
catteries that keep, harbor, 
board, shelter, lease, sell or 
give away more than five (5), 
but_fewer than twenty-six (26) 
dogs and/or more than five (5) 
cats in a calendar year shall 
apply to the Animal Control 
Division for a Kennel/Cattery 
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Permit _on or before January 1 
of each year. The Animal 
Control Division Supervisor 
shall review, approve and 
issue a kennel/cattery 
permit. The application forms 
and permits shall be as 
designated by the Supervisor 
of the City of Pittsburgh 
Animal Control Department. A 
separate permit shall be 
required for every location at 
which a kennel or cattery is 
kept or operated.

(qd) Employees of the City of 
Pittsburgh Animal Control 
Department are hereby 
authorized to inspect all 
kennels and catteries and to 
enforce the provisions of this 
chapter and requiations 
promulgated by the City of 
Pittsburgh Animal Control 
Department pursuant to this 
chapter. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to refuse 
admittance to such employees 
of the City of Pittsburgh 
Animal Control Department for 
the purpose of making 
inspections and enforcing the 
provisions of this act.

(f) The Supervisor of the 
City of Pittsburgh Animal 
Control Department will have 
the power to revoke or refuse 
to issue any Kennel/Cattery 
Permit for conviction of any 
violation of this chapter or

for violation of any law 
relating to cruelty to

634.03 VETERINARY CARE 


All kennel and cattery owners 
and keepers shall provide 
their animals with adequate 


veterinary care under the 
direction of a licensed 


veterinarian. 


634.04 HEALTH RECORDS 


{a) Any kennel or cattery 
that offers a dog or cat for 
sale shall provide the buyer 
with a health record for that 


dog or cat at the time of 
sale. The health record shall 


set forth the following:

(bd) Dogs or cats under 
quarantine shall be maintained 
separately from susceptible 
species of animals and humans 
according to condition 


described in the quarantine 
notice. : 


634.08 FOOD, WATER AND 
BEDDING 


(a) Food shall be 
transported, handled and 
stored in a manner that 
ensures against the 
introduction of parasites, 


disease vectors, or chemical 


contaminants. Supplies of dry 
food shall be stored in areas 


that are cool, dry, clean and 
free of vermin and other 
potential contaminants. 
Refrigeration shall be 
provided for supplies of 
perishable food. Conditions 
affecting the shelf life of 
food -such as the date of 
manufacture and exposure to 
extremes in temperature and 
humidity, moisture, unsanitary 
conditions, and insects shall

access to clean, potable water

(a) Food and water 
receptacies shall be 
accessible to dogs or cats and 
shall be located to avoid 
contamination by excreta. The 
receptacles shall be durable 
and shall be kept clean. 
Seif-feeders and waterers may 
be used by shall be sanitized 
reqularly to prevent molding, 


deterioration, or caking of 
feed. 


(e) If bedding is used in 
primary enclosures, it shali 
be kept clean. 


634.09 SANITATION 


(a) Excreta shall be removed 
from primary enclosures and 


exercise areas on a daily 
basis. Feces and_soiled 


litter material shall be 


removed from all litter pans 
on_a daily basis. Absorbent 
litter and/or any other litter 
material used to absorb urine 
shall be changed when it 
becomes 30 percent (30%) 


saturated with urine. 


(b) Primary enclosures shall 
be sanitized with appropriate 
detergents and/or 


@isinfectants to prevent an 
accumulation of debris or 


excreta or a disease hazard. 
No dog or cat shall be placed 
in ai primary enclosure 


previously occupied unless the 
enclosure has been sanitized. 


(c)} Feeding bowls and 


watering devices shali be 
washed and sanitized on a 


daily basis. 
(dq) The buildings and grounds 


of kennels and catteries shall 
be maintained, kept clean and 





in good repair in order to 
protect the animals from 
injury and to facilitate 
Practices required by this 


chapter. Kennels anda 
catteries shali have an 


effective program that 
controls ingress by insects, 
ectoparasites and avian and 
mammalian pests. Evidence of 
insects, ectoparasites and

PERMITTED IN THE CITY LIMITS; 
EXCEPTIONS

shall not affect any person or 
residence whose number of 
dogs, cats or any combination

988.01 GENERAL PROVISIONS 
(a) Inclusion of Child Day Care Facilities. 


{1) Space for a Child Day Care Facility or Facilities 
as specified herein shall be provided at the time 
of erection or enlargement of any non-residential 
structure or any successive expansions of a 
non-residential structure, Conditional Use, Unit 
Group Development, or Planned Development which 
exceeds the following minimum sizes: 


A. Any Office structure which contains a Gross 
Floor Area (GFA) of 90,000 square feet or 
greater’ or successive expansions of an Office 
structure, Conditional Use, Unit Group 
Development, or Planned Development in which 
the cumulative increase in Gross Floor Area 
for this use is 90,000 square feet or greater. 


B. Any structure other than an Office, 
Residential, or Industrial structure 
containing a Gross Floor Area (GFA)of 180,000 
Square feet or greater or successive 
expansions of such a structure, Conditional 
Use, Unit Group Development, or Planned 
Development in which the cumulative increase 
in Gross Floor Area for these uses is 180,000 
square feet or greater. 


C. Any Mixed-Use structure, where the component 
uses contained therein are less than the 
threshold sizes established for those uses in 
988.01(a)(1)(A) and (8B), but where the sum of 
the otherwise required Child Day Care 
Facility(ies) for each component use is 
greater than or equal to 1,260 GFA. The sum of 
such otherwise required Facility(ies) shall be 
calculated as follows: : 

Facility GFA = (PO x GFA x 0.014} + (PN x GFA 
x .007) 
Where: 
Facility GFA = Sum of Component Use Facility 
PO = Percent Office Use in Structure 
PN = Percent Non-office 
Non-residential Use in 
Structure 
GFA = Gross Floor Area of Structure 


(2) Exemption from the calculation of Gross Floor Area 


of a subject structure shall be calculated for 
those components of a structure which constitute 
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the primary use and which can be shown to generate only 
employment which is accounted for elsewhere in the 
structure. Examples of such component spaces might 
include, but would not be limited to: classroom space; 
automobile or boat showroom, service, and storage 
space; parking and loading space; furniture showroom 
and storage space; animal and laboratory supply storage 
space; special mechanical and HVAC equipment space 
within research and development and laboratory 
structures. Such component spaces eligible for 
exemption under this section shall not include those 
spaces typically incident to building occupancy,

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(b) Floor Area Bonus. The lesser of four hundred percent of

permitted floor area of the subject structure or the permitted bulk
